Two young children were killed in a roaring house fire on Jellif Ave., an elderly lady was seriously 
injured in a fire that started in an abandoned building on Hunterdon St, and spread to 11 other houses, 
and a 46-year-old man was burned to deathin a fire that destroyed a six-family house on Badger Ave. 
in the most recent round of Newark ghetto fires, All of those killed were Negroes. 

This brought the total number of Newarkers killedin fires since last December alone to 26 persons _ 
and the number of residents left homeless at more than 700 persons, mostly children. 

Most of those killed, injured, or left homeless by Newark fires are Negro. In fact, most of the aban- 

~ doned buildings where a large percentage of Newark fires start.are located in Negro neighborhoods!

_Newark’s two daily newspapers have once 


again demonstrated their ignorance and their 
prejudice, 


Last year, the two newspapers did their 


best to stir up racial divisions and anti-civil 


rights opinions among White residents during 


the campaign for a Civilian Police Review 


Board. Ignoring the near-unanimous opinion] gl 


of the city’s White as well as Negro clergymen 
in favor of the review board--not to mention 
the implicit support from many downtown 
White businessmen, White students, and 
others--the city’s daily newspapers deliber- 
ately attempted to transform the struggle for 
justice in Newark into a Black-Vs.-White 
struggle. ' 


Now this past week; Newark’s daily news- 
papers completely ignored the visit to Newark 
by two of the nation’s top Negro leaders-- 
Dick Gregory and Carl Stokes. 


The fact that neither of the newspapers 
agreed with the politics of Stokes andGregory 
is not important. They have a moral obligation 
to report the truth whether they like it or not. 
Instead, the newspapers just froze out Gregory 

okes. It was left to New York television 
stations to inform Newarkers that these two 
world-famous Negroes were in town. 


Carl Stokes, the man who very nearly was 
elected mayor of Cleveland, and Dick Gregory, 
Nationally-knewn comedian and civil rights 
crusader, don’t come to Newark every month; 
in fact, they don’t come every year. 


But this is just another example of the prej- 
udiced reporting of these two agents for ex- 
ploitation. 


It matters little that one of the newspapers 
is tied blindly to the Democratic Party andthe 
other is tied blindly to the.Republican Party, 
What difference does it make anyway? Both 
newspapers have opposed a Civilian Police 
Review Board for Newark, both have opposed 
a politics-free anti-poverty program, both 
have sat idly by as the city’s housing and 
schools deteriorated and Negro children were 
burned to death in fire-traps.
